EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Let Us Make It Unanimous 


E good sense and good temper of our es- 
teemed evening contemporary encourages 


the Journal to hope that the re-election of John 
Sparks as Governor of Nevada niny be made 
practically unanimous.

number of voters can fail to appreciate that the 
new and splendid impulse of development that 
has come to Nevada is due, in part, to the fact 
that there-have been no serious differences be- 
tween labor and capital, that those who have 
come to work and those who have come to in- 
vest have had confidence in the equal protection 
of the law. \Ye have only to remember the ex- 
perience of Colorado and Idaho to appreciate the 
fact that Nevada is today the brightest spot in 
all the mining regions of the West.

inconceiveable, of course, that the masses of our 
people—farmers, miners, professional, business, 
and working men—can fail to prefer the continu- 
ance of this favorable condition to partisan ad- 
vantage of any kind.

capitalization to the actual investment, doing wav 
with watered stocks and bonds: to limit divi- 
dends to a reasonable return on the real capital ;

able return applied to the reduction ,,i frei^u 
rates and passenger fares. 


Strangely enough, this idea is the basis of the 


Xewlands plan of railroad regulation, as em- 
bodied in the measure which the senior senator 
m>ni .Nevada unreduced at the last session of 
Congress, and which he urged in speeches, mai'-a- 
xme -articles, and eor.imittee reports. 
Senator 


Xewlands carries his plan somewhat further than 
Lawson has yet goue by proposing that a portion 
of the railruad earnings should be systematically 
set apart to provide life insurance, together with 
old age and invalid pensions, for railroad em- 
ployes. 
His plan also includes reform in meth- 


ods of railroad taxation, the tax being based on 
gross receipts, which cannot be concealed or 
juggled with. •
